Scoville’s Speech— Washington News—

The Guiteau Trial. 

WASHINGTON, January 19.—The court 
opened at the usual heur. As soon 386 
Guiteau reached his seat he delivered him- 
self of the following speech with pompous 
effort at oratorical effect: The decision of 
the New York Court of Appeals comes with 
so much force at the present moment, I 
desire to call attention to it. It comes with 
great grace from the Empire State,from that 


that sends forth the brains, the money and 
the commerce ofthe Nation. Itis a great 


step forward ofthe law of insanity. Heth 
ertothe law has been thatthe burde of proof 
was on the defendant, but the Court of Ap- 
peals, with grand magnanimity, says that 
the burden of proof is on this prose- 
cution ® prove that the man not oniy com- 
mitted the act, but also that he was sane at 
the time be committed it. In the name of 
justice, and in the name of the American 
deople, and in the name of the American 
judiciary, I desire to thank those genthmen 
of the Court of Appeals of the State of New 
York.’?’ 

Scoville immediately resumed his argu- 
ment, reading from the evidence of several 
witnesses who were at the depot and saw the 
Shooting aud the subsequent arrest of 
Guiteau, his object being to show that the 
prisoner was perfectly calm and cool, and in 
à condition of nerves and inteliect at vari- 
ance with the hypothesis of sanity under 
such circumstances. 

Scoville again complained that the prosecu- 
tion had failed to call Detective ME fresh to 
the stand, whose evidence would have been 
of service to the prisoner. 

Guiteau: They came to mv cell and tried 
to draw me out. I talked with them a little 
and told them about the Det; and my in- 
spiration, and now they suppress ali that evi- 
dence. That shows tbe iniquity of 
this prosecution, and God Almighty 
will curse every one on this 
prosecution in my opinion.” After a 
short pause the prisoner added: **That 
reminds me to say that Judge Porter has 
been pretending to be sick for two days. I 
hope it will be providential to keep him sick, 
I hope the Lord willtake him down below) 
quick and then send for Corkhill.“ 

As Scovilie proceeded Corkhill made fre- 
quent and, as the speaker evidently thought, | 
slighting comments, until finally, becoming 
irritated he turned upon the Dis- 
trict Attorney and denounce in 


stanced his presenting as evidence in this 
case a letter written by the prisoner and 
which he (Corkhill) had intercepted and 
mutilated by cutting off the signature and 
such portion as he thought might benefi: 
the prisoner. ‘“‘A thing,” said Scoville, 
which was never before permitted in a court 
of justice, not even on trial in a civil suit.” 

Col.j{Corkhill (sneeringly): ‘*That’s your 
opinion merely, Mr. Scoville; it amounts to 
nothing as a fact.“ 

Scoville: Weil, let it be my opinion. I 
presume I am entitied to one, so is the jury. 

Gui eau (with energs): It was a friendly 
allusion to President Arthur that he cut out, 
the mean dirty whelp. 

As Scoville continued, counsel for the 
prosecution frequently interrupted him, 
and a running fire was kept up between 
counsel for some time. The speaker 
disclaimed as his main motive 
the desire to shield the prisoner for the hon- 
or of the Guiteau family. His greatest de- 
sire was to save the American nation and the 
American judiciary from the disgrace of 
hurrying to the gibbet an insane 
man. Alluding to the evidence 
of Dr. North, the speaker charged: 

„This was another instance of the unfair 
ness of the district attorney. Without the 
slightest evidence or reason for doing so he 
had asked wi'ness were you ever indicted 
for acrime?” and witness bad responded 
quickly and frankly, ‘no sir, and I never ex- 
pect to be.’ ”

should not thus gratuitously insult him.“ 

“Corkhill: ‘**Well, I tried him in this 
court. I remembered his face when he took 
the stand and I found afterward he was here 
on an appeal from the police court.”

| WASHINGTON, January 19.—Bayard, in 
discussing Davis’ bill to retire Judge Hunt, 
of the Supreme Court, criticised Hunt some- 
What sharply for compelling Congress to re- 
tire him.

Lynching of Three Murderers in 
Wyoming Territory.

A Committee of Safety Organized—The 
Victims Taken From the Court- 
Room and the Jail. 


SAN FRANCISCO, January 19.—A Seattle, 
W. T. dispatch says: James Sullivan and 
Wm. Howard were arrested here to-day on 
a charge of the murder of Geo. R. Reynolds, 
a young man whom they waylaid and shot 
last night. The prisoners were taken before 
a magistrate for preliminary examination to- 
day. The evidence oftheir guilt was most 
conc'usive. The feeling was intense, and at 
the close of the examination, the Committee 
of Safety forced their way into the court- 
room and, overpowering the officers, took the 
prisoners. Sullivan and Howard were taken 
a short distance and hanged. 

THE BODIES WERE LEFT SUSPENDED 
and a crowd numbering four hundred then 
proceeded to the county jail and,overcoming 
the guards and breaking down the doors of 
a cell, took out Benjamin Payne, who was 
confined for the murder of Police Officer 
Sears. He was taken to the place where the 
bodies of Sullivan and Howard were sus- 
pended, and hung. The bodies were left 
hanging some time and then given over to 
the coroner. The Committee of Safety con- 
tinues in organization and have issued a no- 
tice that persons guilty of highway robbery 
in the city will, if arrested, receive the pen- 
alty of death in a summary manner. 


A COWBOYS’ RAID. 


They Take Possession of a Town fora

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A GARFIELD LETTER. 


What the Late President Wrote Con- 
cerning Gen. Porter. 


CINCINNATI, January 19 —Gen. Jacob D. 
Cox has furnished the following answer to 
his Fitzjohn Porter letter for publication: 


HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., February 18, 1880. 

My DEAR Cox—lIn our twenty-five years 
of acquaintance and frienshiv you have never 
done a greater service to the truth or given 
me so Valuable a help as in your letter of the 
14th inst., which I have just received. I 
have been so stung by the decision of the 
Schofield board that itis very hard totrust my 
own mind to speak of it as it appeared to me. 
I have made a strong effort to separate my- 
self from the case, and to look at it intellect- 
ually, as though it related only to the pieces 
and chess-board, and not to living men or 
men who had ever lived,and all my best efforts 
have brought me out precisely to the con- 
clusions of your letter. Still [had not yet 
made, in the light of the new testimony, a 
careful strategic study of tne field and not 
do as you have done. But how curious it 
is that what you say now with 
the new map before you is the exact picture 
of the field and Porter’s conduct upon it 
which glowed in strong colors in the mind 
of the court-martial seventeen years ago. 
And now, my dear friend, I need your heip 
still further and need it more than ever be- 
fore in our acquaintance. Overwhelmed as 
Iam with the current daily work of the 
House, it is almost impossible for me to get 
the time to go minutely through all the mass 
of this new eyidence as loughttodo. With 
kindest regards I am as ever yours,

Neal called at their house a few nights after 
the murder. Was scared, and would look 
at the door at frequent intervals. Neal was 
offered an overcoat when he spoke of going 
nome, but he refused it, saying it would be 
a bad thing to run wi'h. 

Every witness examined yetclinches the 
truth of Ellis’ confession. 

The prosecution will finish the exsmina- 
tion of witnesses to-day. One witness tes- 
tified that Robbie Gibbons had short hair, as 
was found on the poll of the axe.

Be- 
sides the two parties alluded to in Tuesday’s 
Posr-Disraren as baving this deal in 
hand, two other strong firms are mentioned 
in connection therewith, one a leading mill- 
ingfirm and the other in the commission 
and European export grain trade. This lat- 
ter house is supposed to be interested, but 
to whatextentis not known.

ABOUT TRADE. 


Gossip and Facts Gathered About Busi- 
ness Movements. 

There was another drop in the poultry 
market this morning, turkey receipts being 
particularly excessive. Good turkeys are 
bringing 10c. 

Absolutely fancy prices are asked for 
game to-day. In general it is very scarce, 
and purchasers have to pay “luxury” rates, 


There is quite a little boomin the oyster 
market at present. The cold snap created 
an unusual demand and the supply is not 
equal to it. Good oyeters bring stiffer prices 
to-day than any time during the season. 

There was no material change in the coal 
market to-day. The receipts were about 
15,000 tons and this is adequate to all present 
demands. 

A representative off a Southern firm which 
has been largely interested in the artificial ice 
manufacture, is now in town prospecting for 
the erection of works to cost some $30,000. A 
site will probably be selected where there isa 
large supply of good clear surface water, 
and an effort will be made to compete with 
the high prices which are probable from Jack 
Frost's absence a good part of the winter. 
The manufacture of ice has been a success 
in New Orleans, Galveston and other South- 
ern cities, where the natural process does 
not prevail to any extent. A well known 
brewing establishment is now considering 
the feasibility of putting up works of this 
class to cost $100,000, which will insure 
them a supply at all times and seasons. 
A leading packing house is taking a look 
in the same directionand a prominent ice 
dealing and harvesting firm is already get- 
ting works in order for the artificial produc- 
tion. Thisis a new and interesting feature 
of the ice trade. The dealersin general do 
not seem to regard it with much alarm and 
Say the necessary use of ammonia is very 
wearing upon the machinery aad constant re- 
pairing and expense are necessary to 
maintain it ata good production. They also 
assert it has never been maintained where 
there was any chance fora natural produc- 
tion of ice. 

Enormous shipments of oranges are peing 
received from Florida and New Orleans. The 
fruit is of a better quality than has been ob- 
servant in previous winters, and is sold at 
very reasonable rates. 

The membership applications continue to 
rollin atthe Mechanics’ Exchange. Mat- 
ters are not as yetinship shape, but Presi- 
dent Ittner says one of the innovations of 
the future will be a regular bulletin, which 
will give market quotations on building ma- 
terial, etc. The idea is certainly an excel- 
lent one. 

Regarding the building of the proposed 
locomotive works near St. Louis, a well 
known business man remarked this morn- 
ing: 

hope St. Louis property holders will 
profit by the lesson taught themin the case 
of the Pullman Palace Car Company. That 
corporation was anxious to locate here, and 
would have gone to Kimmswick ortoa tract 
to the west of the eity had 
not the owners of property immediately 

uadrupled the value ret on their property. 

‘his narrow-minded policy drove the corpo- 
ration to Chleago, and the works and the sur- 
rounding village of Pullman is one of the 
prettiest and most prosperous suburban 
towns of that city.“ A large tract has been 
offered to the company by a pub- 
lic spirited man who owns a 
great deal of property near Cheltenham. 
he offers one-half of the tract at market 
rates, the other half free of ali charge. This 
proposition has not as yet been acied upon, 
but will probably be followed by other 
propositions. The company will reauire 
about ten acres for their works, and a large 
adjacent or surrounding tract for the er n 
of residences, cottages, and for the ne ry 
spread ot business faciliiies.

n other matters. With the same feeline of 
absolute indifference”? which, according to 
his own words, he manifests in certain poli- 
tical topics, he also deais with the exigencies 
of the medical science. Homcopathy or allo- 

athy—it is all one to him, as long as he be- 
leves one or the other will cure him. It has 
even happened that he allowed himself to be 
treated by an allopathic physician, and soon 
after by a homeopatnhist. When at Friedrich- 
sruh, he sends for Privy Sanitary Councilor 
Dr. Dohn, of Hamburg, who is an allopath. At 
Varzin, when medical attendance is needed, 
the physician, also an ailopath, in the adja- 
cent town of Schlawe is applied to. When at 
Kissengen, the Prince consults the well- 
known Dr. Diruf, also an adherent of the old 
school. During his stay at Berlin, however, 
he inclines to homoœopathictreatment. Since 
1870 the Chancellor, as well as the whole 
of his family, are regularly attended by Sani- 
tary Councilor Dr. Zwingenberg, one of the 
most noted reprensentatives of hñemœopathy 
in Berlin. Nevertheless. (at all events be- 
tore 1870) the Chancellor also frequently 
consuſted the Director of the Imperial Sani- 
tary Bureau, Dr. Struck (allopath). At pre- 
sent his medical adviser.wno visits the patient 
twice aday and has frequently been sent for 
from Varzin as wellas Fredrichsruh. Pre- 
viously Prince Bismarck had put himself in 
the hands of the late Dr. Vehsemeyer, and be- 
fore him in those of Dr. Kleinschmidt; occa- 
sionally also Dr. Mertens, allofthem home- 
opathists. The Prince has frequently ex- 
pressed the opinion that he is less concerned 
about this mode of treatment than about the 
result ofthe same. At times he goes so far 
as to insist upon being restored to health and 
activity within a specified time; if his physi- 
cian succeeds in tbis the Prince is content, 
but rarely ever has a word of appreciation 
for the brilliant achievements of his medical 
attendants. Thus it will be seen that the 
Iron Chancellor, even in private life, stands 
on as completely realistic ground, and calcu- 
latesas realistically concerning his health as 
he does in his peculiar policy.“

Russia’s Gift to Prussia. 
From the London Daily Telegraph. 

During the brief occupation of Berlin by 
the Russian army in 1760 the invaders plun- 
dered the Royal arsenal of its more valuable 
arms andtrophies of war, and carried off 
their booty to Russia. Among the objects 
pecullarly precious to the Prussian army 
that were thus “annexed’* was a splendid 
car, presented by Frederick William 1. 
thirty years previously to his corps of field 
artillery for the accommodation of their 
drums and colors on extraordinary occa- 
sions, such as reviews or grand parades. In 
shape resembling a shell, and painted a 
bright scarlet, this car, drawn by four grey 
stallions, with tiger-skin trappings and tall 
red-and-white plumes, used to precede the 
artillery column during its march past the 
saluting flag, surrounded by the so-called 
‘‘Janissary-Music,’’ in which his Majesty 
took such especial delight. The head 
drummer of the artillery corps oecu pied the 
back seat, baviug in front of him two huge 
silver-mounted drums suspended in slings 
and behind him the four standards of the 
corps. Frederick the Great refused to take 
this costly equipage with him when he 
started frum Berlin at the commencement of 
the Seven Years’ War, never dreaming that 
the Russians would succeed in pouncing upon 
his capital behind his back, and 80 it fell into 
the hands of a Muscovite General, who con- 
veyed it to St. Petersburg, where it was 
deposited with gieat pomp and ceremony in 
the army of Fort Petropaviosk. Czar Alex. 
ander III. has lately intimated his intention 
to restore this interesting relie of Prussia’s 
early military history to its rightful 
e German

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A Glance at the Post-Dispatch Files 
a Century Hence. 


The Sufferings and Annoyances of a 
Primitive City. 


Extract from an editorial of the Post-DISPATCH 
dated January, 1982. 


As a matter of curious interest we have 
been looking over the bound volumes of the 
Post-DispatTca of 100 years ago, when St. 
Louis was a city of only 400,000 people. Itis 
interesting to study these oid volumes to see 
how the people then thought and lived, and 
what matters attracted their interest and 
what troubles they encountered. We observe 
that human life seemed to have been held 
cheap. for murders are frequently related. 
But on the other hand there seemed to have 
existed a curious interest and a morbid 
sentiment in relation to the murderer 
even after his conviction, which was a rare 
ctrcumstance, seeing that the law and 
the judges seemed to combine to 
prolong, if not to hinder,the execution of the 
sentence which condemned the convicted 
murderer to be hung upon a rude and clum- 
sy contrivance called a scaffold, but which 
has long since passed away, a mode! of which 
has been preserved and may be seen in our 
Museum. The executions were public. 
Often a thousand people would gather 
ground the scaffold to enjoy the sight. Let 
us be thankful that a sharp and decisive ad- 
ministration of justice now causes the trial 
and the execution of the law to follow 80 
closely upon the arrest of a murderer, that 
that crime has become exceedingly rare in 
our day; and that private and more bumane 
efforts are resorted to, to rid the worid of 
such as have forfeited the right 
to live. The clergy of those times 
seemed greatly inte:ested in parading 
the ecstatic religious experience of 
the murderer, aud to hold him up as an 
exumple of sinless perfection, if he declared 


his penitence and bis willingness to die when 
no choice was left bim. Indeed, one clergy- 
man before his crowded audience, declared 
that murder was agreat crime according to 
human law, but in tne sight of God it was 
only sin, and all men were sinners, and that 

Paul and Mieses and David were murderers, 

but splendid fellows for all that. Our read- 

ers will hardiy believe that we are giving 
the substance of facts and occurrences that 
happened only one hundred years ago. 

It seems by these old files of the Post- 
DISPATCH that in 1882 it had just moved 
into its new buildings on Market 
street, and its editors speak witb 
giee and exultation of its new press, its 
20,000 daily circulation, and even indulged 
in a house warming,’? whatever that may 
have meant, over their success. Could they 
have had atouch of that mystical lore that 
sees coming events that cast their shadows 
before they mii h havebe eld he magnificent 
gr wth of the POST DISPATCH which they 
started so long ago. Our present quarters 
occupy one complete block on Grand avenue, 
a bulldog of nine stories and every part de- 
voted tothe uses of the PosT DISPATCH. 
Our official average circulation's 400 000 copies. 
We keep,as our readers must have observed, 
a cut at the head of the inside page repre- 
senting thé elk's head and borns and a game 
rooster. It has come down to us, and 
we suppose it once had an esoteric 
meanin which is lost in the 
lapse of time. Some of our very old subscrib- 
ers say that it has stood for ninety vears at 

the head of the paper, and the files show the 
same fact. They imagine it refers to the 
bell igerent attitude of the paper in reference 
to radical reforms as to gambling-houses and 
other places of evil resort. 

As we read these old files as far back as 
1878 the conviction is forced upon us that St. 
Louis at that period contained a very rough 
and unscrupulous element. The city seems 
to have been in the hands of rings,“ as they 
were called. There was the macadam ring, 
the gas ring, the gambling ring and the Court 
Heuse ring, and very many others 
whose chief aim seemed to be to 
make taxes heavy and handle the receipts of 
the same. The honest merchant and quiet 
citizen had learned to submit to almost ey- 
a | sort of exaction for the sake Of peace. 

he streets of those times were often im- 
passable on account of the mud and filth 
which were permitted to lie there. We wish 
the city fathers of 1882 could rise outof their 
graves and behold St. Louis of 1982,with its 200 
square miles of territory and every street 
paved with acontinuous pavement, witnout 
a break or a seam and as clean as any parlor 
—swept every night and sprinkled by fine 
jets that keep the city cool and pleasant. In 
the museum may be seen a model of the 
extinct water cart that St. Louis once used to 
make the streets a mud bole and a quagmire, 
The patience of the citizens of those times 
is certainly beyond praise. It was not un- 
frequent for very young children to be found 
dead with their ittle feet sticking out of the 
mud in which they had sunk. At this period 
it is amusing to go back to 1882 and see the 
pretexts for paving which they had in those 
times and compare them with the wonderful 
inventions which have made our streets so 
delightful for travel. 

We learn by these old files of the Post- 
DISPATCH that there were then no smoke 
consuming inventions in use, but that a thick 
canopy of coal smoke overhung the city and 
begrimed the people. Now the fair sunlight 
falls through a cloudness atmosphere 
and not a single chimney emits any 
visibie smoke from all our factories. 
That wasaday of small things. The best 
people were not permitted an emphatic 
voice in affairs. 

Bui how all this has changed! To-day 
three miliions of peopie throng our thorough- 
fares, our factories and magnificent ware- 
houses, with our elevated railways, and im- 
mense Union depots, and seven bridges 
spanning the Mississippi at this point, and 
our vast commerce with Europe by the 
river, would astonish the peopie of an hun- 
dred years ago beyond measure. We have 
here whatever weaith can purchase, or art 
can produce, or genuis create. 

What was once the United States Post- 
Office on Olive street was condemned half a 
century since, and has been converted into a 
flour mill. Its wretched style of betero 
weneous architecture became an eye- 
sore, and the Government has built upon 
Grand avenue a structure that any city of 
the werld may wel! be proud of. 

In 1882 there seemed to have been a mania 
among lawyers to libel each other. Also, it 
was quite the fashion to prosecute the news- 
pavers with ubel suits for telling the truth. 
Happily now, the truth is a complete de- 
tense. We notice a remarkabhſe number of 
divorces demanded in the courts. But in 
this year of grace 1982 we can record the fact 
that bomes are happier now than they were 
an hundred years ago, for there has not been 
a divorce suit in our courts for the last five 
years. Engagement, marriage and divorce 
seemed to tread hard upon each other’s 
heels. Well, society was uot well organized 
80 long ago. 

It is net quite clear to us, but as nearly as 
we can determine che matter, it seems that 
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man can number, coming from every state of 
the great Republic. Even our Mexican and 
Canadian states are fuily represented in our 
fair weeks. A million dollars have been the 
annual average receipts for the last ten 
years. | 

A queer controversy concerning the posses- 
sion of the Fair grounds seems to have arisen 
in January, 1882, in which one Green at- 
tempted to get control of the entire proper'y, 
but he was exposed and ignominously de- 
feated in his nefarious plans by the best men 
in the city and bythe earnest work of the 
Post-DIsPaTcH. We ordered our reporters 
to return usa list of ail buildings over fifty 
vears old in St. Louis, and we find onlythree 
—the old Post-Office on Ninth and Olive 
streets, now a flour mill; the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, now used as a boarding house for 
levee aborers, and Crow’s Museum. These 
are ali the landmarks of St. Louis of 1882 

Some faint prophetic instinct as far back as 
1882, speke of St. Louis as the Future Great 
City.“ But how little was realized of the 
grand fulfillment to come. 

Missouri a one has a population of eight 
millions, and an hundred millions of people 
live in this great valley, who look to St. 
Louis for its trade, its culture and immense 
products. 

We close these old files of an hundred 
years, and rejoice that our lines have fallen 
in pleasant piaces, and that we did notedit a 
newspaper in St. Louis in 1882. 


Cabby’s Patron Saint. 
From the London Globe. 

Everybody knows that a Paris cab goes by 
the name of fiacre, but very few know any- 
thing of the original source of this designa- 
tion; fewer still that it is traceable to a na- 
tive of our sister island. In a life of 
Saint Fiacrius, or Fiaker, which is pub- 
lished, we learn that the person to whom the 
French cab owes its name was the son of an 
Irish King, and was born in the year 600. 
Another legend makes him the Crown Prince 
of Scotiand,sonof ‘*‘Eugenius IV., King of 
Scotiand’’; and it tells us that he rencunced 
his right to the throne and became a hermit. 
Fiacrius was placed by his father under the 
care of Conan, Bishop of Sodor, who was 
charged with his education. But the youtn, 
in company with his sister, St. Sira, fled into 
Gaul where they were received by 
St. Faro, Bishop of Meaux. Fiacrius built 
for himself a hut in a great forest some two 
miles distant from Meaux, and Sira entered 
aconvent. Afterthe death of their roval 
father, bis second son, Ferhard, succeeded 
to the throne, but he governed so badly that 
an embassv was sent tothe hermit Fiacrius 
to entreat bim to return and assume his 
hereditary rights. The Saint refused and 
tg in his hermitage on the 30th of August, 
670. 

His body was afterward translated to the 
Church of St. Catherine du Valdes, in Paris. 
Our victorious Henry V., after his check at 
Baugy,had the sanctuary ransacked,because, 
as he said, Fiaker was a Scot. He traced 
his mortal sickness to the intervention of 
of St. Fiacre, observing witb grim humor 
that even after thev are dead the Scots 
hold witb the French.“ Piigrimages to the 
relics of St. Fiacrius became very fashion- 
able in the seventeenth century, and the 
coaches in which the pilgrims made 
their visits were adorned with a picture of 
the Saint, either on the outside or inside. 
St. Fiacre was supposed to insure them 
against accidents. Hence the hired carriages 
were called ‘‘voitures de Saint Fiacre.’’ 
which wasafterward|sbortened into ‘Fiacre.’ 
A Paris hostelry in the Rue St.Antoins,which 
was the house of call ofthe Jebus of the day, 
bore the picture of the holy Scot or nHisb- 
man, St. Fiacrius, on its sign, and the guild 
of cabbies, if we may so call them, agreed to 
ee the canonized prince as their patron 
saint. 


Bordeaux Wines. 
From the London Globe. 


To most men except wine merchants and 
the epicures who own famous cellars, Bor- 
deaux and Burgundles are wines which date 
from the end of the great Napoleonic wars, 
inasmuch as in the fifteen years which pre- 
ceeded the peace of Paris the stores of them 
which had in a few instances been laid down 
had been completely exhausted, and a fresh 
start had to be made by those who were un- 
fashionable enough still to prefer them to 
the wines of Spain and Portugal. Accord- 
ing to a story which has just been told by one 
of the Frencb papers, there is some uncer- 
tainty in France itself as tothe relative an- 
tiquity of the taste for these two rival vin- 
tages. The truth is, however, that the prime 
brands of the lighter wines were very much 
later in achieving celebrity than those of the 
Rhone district. Burgundy was already in 
established favor und reigned supreme at the 
Court of Versailles. when a tardy acknowl- 
edgment of the merits of the western dis- 
trict was elicited from Louis XV, in his later 
days. It is said that at the beginning of 
that King’s reign he asked Marshal Rich- 
elieu whether there were any drinkable 
wines in the Bordeaux district, of which the 
Marshal, in his capacity of Governor of 
Aquitaine, might naturally be expected to 
know a good deal, Some of the best wines 
then made in this region were brought to 
the royal table, and the King was good 
enough to tell the Marshal that he found 
the produce of the Chateau Lafitte “pass- 
able.“ Mme. de Pompadour remarked to 
the General that this was anotber proof of 
of the growing decline of the King’s facul- 
ties, but the court, which was gifted with 
better discernment than its lord and master, 
soon took kindly to the new favorite. One 
of the chief merits of the Bordeaux wines 
was then held to be the fact that when too 
much had been drank ef them they, instead 
of overheating the head and body, merely 
gent the drinker to sleep.“ 


Electioneering For the Presidency. 
Washington Special to New York Iribune. 


The wife and daughters of Senator Pen- 
dleton held tbeir tirst reception in their new 
home, in Sixteenth street, on Thursday, re- 
ceiving upwards of five hundred visitors. 
Among the many handsome houses at the 
capital, probably not one has so little osten- 
tatious display and so much of simple ele- 
gance as this. The exterior of the house is 
not unlike other brick houses of the Queen 
Anne age of architecture, but the interior 
has a marked individuality. The woodwork 
is of an og pine and maple, polished and 
oiled, the beautiful grains showing clearly.

A DIPLOMATIC SCANDAL. 


Return of Several of the Parties In- 
volved to Washington. 
From the Wsshington (D. C.) Post) 

An old scandal in diplomatic circles has 
been revived by the returo to this country of 
three of the partiesinvolved. These wereat 
the time attaches of the French, Spanish and 
Braziliav Legation at Washington. It will 
be remembered that winter before last, at a 
grand entertainment given by one of the for- 
eign ministers resident here, it was charged 
that these thre e young men enticed a young 
lady of high social rank into an upper room 
of the house where the entertainment was 
given, and got her beastly intox cated, and 
acted in a most outrageous manner. This lea 
to the recallin disgrace by their respective 
governments of all three.

„Well,“ was the reply, the starv of the mis- 
conduc: of these young men so far as stated 
is pretty generally correct, except that 
among those who knew the parties and eir- 
cumstances the young lady was as much at 
fault as the others. She was intoxicated be- 
fore leaving the supper room, and went to 
the upstairs room voluntarily, laughing, 
singing, dancing, and otherwise acting the 
part of a theatrical song and dance woman. 
It is not denied thatthe young men were 
under the influence of wine.” 

“Wha: aciion, if any, did Secretary Blaine 
take in the matter?” 

None, whatever. He did not request their 
recall, but, on the contrary, stated privately 
to friends at the time that he thought the 
action of the several governments in recal:- 
ing them was hasty and unjust, as no more 
blame could be attached te the men than to

Draving-Room Malaria. 
rom the London Globe. 

We live in an age in which bealth seems to 
be assailed by more subtie enemies than our 
ancestors had to fear, and thus to need more 
and more cunning disciples of HEsculapius 
to keep pace with the growing numbers of 
our fes. Medical scieuce has done much to 
protect us, and clean!tiness still more. We 
no longer have mucb cause to fear the *‘black 
deatas’’ and ‘‘sweating sickpesses’’ which 
decimated whole towns er provinces in the 
middle ages; but then, on the other hand, 
we have surrounded ourselves with dangers 
uuknown in a less civilized community. Que 
of these is an insiduous disease lately;/kKnown 
to physicians and vest described as arawing- 
rvom malaria. The atmosphere of a hot room 
in which many living plants are kept has 
quite recently been found to be impregnated 
with a moist vapor arising fromthe earth in 
which these piants ere rooted. The soil 
from which they derive their sustenance is 
generally rich in organic matter, which is 
drawn outof it by the heat and diffuses 
itself into the close air imprisoned in the 
apartment. That a sort of low fever might 
be generated in this way is a theory which 
was enunciated in 1879 by the learned Pro- 
fessors Kiebsand Crudeli, but it is only 
more lately that their view has been con- 
tirmed by positive experience. 

The required proot has come from that vart 
of the world which might be expected to 
furnish it—that is to say, from Russia, 
where the sitting-rooms in winter are 
kept habitualiy at a very high tempera- 
ture, with little ventilation. Prof. Von 
Eichwald was consulted as to the health of a 
lady who, theugh livingin a healthy spot, 
exhibited all the symptoms observable in 
those who inhabit marsby places. The usual 
remedies, consisting chiefly of quinine, were 
applied, with success; but as often as the 
lady, after recovering from an attack, ven- 
tured into her drawing-room, the same 
symptoms persistently reappeared. It was 
then that the doctor, remembering the new 
theory, ordered the removal of the numerous 
ferns and plants which filed the drawing- 
room, and the complaint which had been 80 
obstinate was found to disappear. It is pos- 
sible that a good many headaches and :indis- 
positions in London might be traced to a 
similar cause, operating with more or less 
violence in proportion to the number of the 
flowers or viants kept and the heat of the 
room in which they grow. 


The French Twice in Tunis. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

The aceount of the condition of the French 
military hospitais at Carthage may remind 
sume of us that 611 years ago another F: enchb 
army Was wasting away from sickness under 
the walis of thatsame town. Louis IX. ied 
bis crusade against Tunisin 1270, and died 
there, after a few months, in the midst of 
his dying soldiers. It may be perhaps ad- 
mitted, ou the whoie, that the expedition 
in which the French are now entaugied is 
not quite s imprudent as he crusade was, 
and as St. Louis was serious in his views upon 
Tunis, we may agiee that his avowed objects 
were more chimerical than those which now 
actuate the French. He had been led to hope 
that the chief of Tunis would emorace 
Christianity; but the Tunisians of that day 
proved as little disposed then to accept a 
purifying faith as they are now to accept a 
bigber civil zation at the hands ofa French 
lnovadiog army. Taen, as now, the real mo- 
tives lay somewhatinthe background, and 
were connected with questions of finance,for 
we are told that Charies of Anjou, King of 
Naples, encouraged the crusade in the hope 
of recovering a tribute due to him from the 
unis chief. Soon after Louis IX died, the 
Crusaders patched up a peace and sailed 
away to Fiance, having stipulated for the 
germans of the Naples tribute and for the 

isbursement by Tunis of the cost of the 
war. Tne chronicles do not mention whether

Have Been 


A Saw Mill Burned—Lively Doings of a 
Crank, 


About half-past 9 o’clock last night the 
residents inthe vicinity of the Cairo Short 
Line shops were aroused by the whistling of 
the engines along the tracks. A bright flame 
proceeding from the old saw mill at- 
tracted general attention, and in a 
few minutes the whole structure 
was enveloped in flames. Many at first sup- 
posed the Cairo Short Line shops were again 
visited by fire and doomed to destruction 
but soon found out the mistake they ha 
made. The saw mill was a large frame struc- 
ture and lit up the surroundings for nearly 
a mile. The building and machinery were 
totally destroyed and will entail 
a loss of about $5,000. Workmen were em- 
ployed yesterday to tear down a portion of 
one of the walls, and are supposed to have 
left a fire burning after their departure 
which communicated with the floor an 
started the fire, which terminated in the 
destruction of the building and machinery. 
The mill has an interesting history 
which is known to but few. Nearly four 
years ago two men named Johns and Gates 
came from St. Louis and commenced nego- 
tiations for a piece of property, on which to 
builda saw mill. The present site of the 
ruins was secured at a sacrifice, and a large 


frame structure built and furnished 
with all the necessary machin- 
ery. The firm seemed to do a 


profitable business and contracted numer- 
ous debts. Thecreditors becoming suspi- 
cious, engaged Constable Kelly to levy on the 
mill and machinery to satisfy their claims. 
Operations were suspended and suit com- 
menced in the Belleville Cireuit Court. 
When the case was called a short time 
since 4 man named Modrell, from 
St. Louis, appeared in court and 
claimed the mill and machinery as his per- 
sonal property. The esse was finally de- 
cided against the creditor, but business at 
the mill was not resumed, and it will in all, 
proba bility not be rebuilt. 

The monotony which prevailed around the 
Market House for the last week was relieved 
yesterday evening by the appearance of a 
genuine crank, who labored under the delu- 
sion that he was the pugilist Morrissey, and 
that after a spirited contest of twenty-five 
rounds he had left an opponent lying 
at the point of death near Brooklyn. 
In some manner the crank gained 
an entrance into Constable Kelly's office 
and commenced throwing books and furni- 
ture around the room. An unoffending 
newspaper carrier bappened in the office 
about this time, and received several of the 
books around'the head and shoulders. The 
astonished newspaper carrier beat a hasty 
retreatand weut in search of Mr. Kelly, 
who, upon his arrival, invaded 
the office, and was taken for the imaginary 
rival left dying near Brooklyn. A lively 
scuffle ensued, in which the crank was for- 
cibly ejected from the office, and when last 
seen was running along Broadway towards 
the bridge. The office is now guarded witb 
a padlock to prevent a like occurrence. 


Manslaughter. 

George Paine, colored, charged with in- 
flicting injuries on Maggie Post which, with 
her dissipation and sickness, caused her 
death, is on trial in the Criminal Court to-day 
on a charge of manslaugbter. A motion to 
quash was introduced by Mr. C. O. Bishop, 
bis attorney, and sustained, as the indict- 
ment did not state that the injuries were in- 
flicted with the usualintent. Paine will be 
indicted by the present grand jury.

The Fair Ground stockholders, who op- 
bose the counting of Green into the presi- 
dency, met at Ool. Hunt’s of- 
fiee at 3 p. m. to-day. The 
committee appointed to wait upon the Green 
men in hopes of effecting a compromise 
are disappointed,and they say that they have 
no hope that the plan can be carried 
out. The idea of the opposition 
was to submit the points 


in dispute to a nisi prius judge, his decision 
to be final. The anti-Green men are satisfied 
that the law is altogether in their favor, and 

all they want is aspcedy decision so that the 
Fair Association might not de hurt 
by any delay or long contest over officers, 
Green, however, thinks he is in possession, 
aud declares that he will stay there. He ig- 

nores the fact that the men who ask this sete 

tlement are the best citizens of St. Louis, men 
who are vitally interested in the Fair, 
and who would be willing to go almost any 

length rather than injure the association. 

The all declare, however,that the point must 

be made that a president cannot count 

himself in, against the Constitution and 
statutes of the State and over the manifest 
protest of a large majority of the stock- 

holders. The meeting this af ernoon 
spent a long time in discussing the pn 
ofaction. It had been proposed to enj in 
the directors from hoiding an election. r. 

John R. Lionberger is opposed to this. He 

is afraid that it may injure the association to 
keep it without regular officers in this 

way. Mr. Liouberger says that 

the fair is the only thing st.

A BROKEN BUGGY. 


Judge Horner Renders Judgment for 
Reckless Driving. 

Judge Horner tried this morning, Without 
a jury, the appeal case of Ada Dryer, nee 
Rennells, against A. Keith Fassett. The 
plaintiff, alady of petite beauty and refine- 
ment, was at one time a teacher in the public 
schools. She entered suit against Mr. 
Fassett for injuries sustained, her buggy 
being driven into a wagon belonging to the 
defendant in charge of a lad of twelve 
years. Thelady was driving down Fourth

They must expect to meet such 
gases as this in the courts, and could not 
escape liability for accidents resulting from 
such causes.
